Remarks 



I. Administrative Overview 

Claims 1-29 were previously presented. Claims 24-29 have been amended; and Claims 
1-23 have been cancelled. Claims 30-43 have been added as new claims. Upon entry of the 
present amendments, Claims 24-43 are pending of which Claims 24 and 34 are independent. No 
new matter has been added. 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of all rejections levied 
against the pending claims. 

II. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. S 102 

Claims 1-3, 6, 12-14, 17 and 23-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent Publication Number 2002/0184217 to Bisbee et al. ("Bisbee.") Claims 1-3, 6, 
12-14, 17 and 23 have been cancelled thereby mooting the rejection with respect to these claims. 
Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 24-27, as previously presented are patentable over 
Bisbee. Nevertheless, Claims 24-27 have been amended to more clearly recite the claimed 
invention. Applicants respectfully submit that amended Claims 24-27 are patentable over Bisbee. 

Anticipation requires a showing that a cited reference discloses each and every limitation 
of the claimed invention. Bisbee does not disclose each and every limitation of the claimed 
invention because Bisbee does not disclose receiving a request to enroll a networked resource, 
where the request includes at least an identification of the user and an identification of the 
networked resource, as is required by each independent claim. 

Bisbee describes receiving a user logon request that "may include a password, and at 
least one of a user identifier, an organization identifier, a sub-organization identifier, a user 
location, a user role, and a user position." See Bisbee, page 3, paragraphs 22-23. The user logon 
request and the security context generated from this request does not include an identification of 
a networked resource . It would not be obvious to do so because the request is to log onto a 
system, not to access a resource. 

For the above-mentioned reasons, Bisbee fails to disclose each and every element of the 
claimed invention. Therefore, independent Claims 24 and 34 are patentable over Bisbee. Claims 
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25-27 are also patentable over Bisbee because they depend on Claim 24. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw this rejection. 

III. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 4-5, 7-11, 15-16, 18-22 and 28-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
unpatentable over Bisbee in view of U.S. Patent Number 6,898,628 to Kelley et al. ("Kelley.") 
Claims 4-5, 7-11, 15-16 and 18-22 have been cancelled thereby mooting the rejection with 
respect to those claims. Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 28-29 as previously 
presented are patentable over any combination of Bisbee and Kelley. 

Establishing prima facie obviousness of a claimed invention requires that the prior art 
teach or suggest each claim limitation. In view of the arguments stated above, Applicants 
respectfully submit that independent Claims 24 and 34 are patentable and in a condition for 
allowance. Therefore Claims 28 and 29 are also patentable and in a condition for allowance 
because Claims 28 and 29 depend on and incorporate all the patentable subject matter of Claim 
24. Furthermore, the Examiner cites Kelley merely to address a remote access system having 
software installed on a host server. Like Bisbee, Kelley also fails to teach or suggest receiving a 
request to enroll a networked resource, where the request includes at least an identification of the 
user and an identification of the networked resource , or transmitting a current enrollment rule 
database to the networked resource. Thus, Kelley fails to detract from the patentability of the 
claimed invention. Applicants therefore respectfiilly request that the Examiner withdraw the 
rejection with respect to these claims. 

IV. Conclusion 

Applicants contend that each of the Examiner's rejections has been adequately addressed 
and that all of the pending claims are in a condition for allowance. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of all grounds of rejection, and allowance of 
the pending claims.
